(Department ot Environment, Forests and Wildlife) 
New Delhi, the 23rd September, 1987 
NOTIFICATION 

G.S.R. 816(E ).—111 exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitu¬ 
tion, and in supersession of all the rules in so far as 
they relate to the posts specified in Annexure I to 
these rules, except as respects things done or omitted 
to be done before such supersession, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to Group ‘A’ scientific posts 
in the Department of Environment, Forests and Wild¬ 
life (including its attached and subordinate organi¬ 
sations), namely : 

1. Short title and commencement 

1.1 These rules may be called the Department of 
Environment, Forests and Wildlife Scientific Group 
‘A' posts Rules, 1987. 

1.2 They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

1.3 These rules shall apply to the posts exempted 
from the purview of the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission as specified in Annexure III and to any other 
post exempted from the purview of the Union Public 
Sendee Commission by notification from time to 
time. 

2. Definitions : 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise re¬ 
quires, 

(a) “Annexure” means Annexure to these 
rules; 

(b) “Department” means the Department of 
Environment, Forests and Wildlife; 

(c) “Norms” means the recruitment norms spe¬ 
cified in Antiexures to these rules; 

(d) "Secretary” means Secretary in the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment, Forests and Wild¬ 
life. 

3. Designations and grades of the scientific posts. 

The designations and grades of all the scientific 
Group ‘A’ posts in the Department including its 
attached and subordinate organisations shall be as

All the Scientist Group ‘A’ posts, in the Depart¬ 
ment and its attached and subordinate organisations, 
existing on the date of commencement of these rules 
specified in column 1 of Annexure I shall redesignat¬ 
ed as the Scientific Group ‘A’ posts as specified in 
the corresponding entries in column 2 thereof. 

5. Recruitment Norms. 

5.1 The basic educational qualifications for all the 
posts shall be as specified in Annexure II and shall be 
m the first class or equivalent. 

5.2 The experience specified in Annexure IT for all 
the posts shall be the experience acquired after ob¬ 
taining the basic educational qualifications. 

5.3 Recruitment shall be by promotion, transfer 
on deputation (including short term contract), trans¬ 
fer or by direct recruitment. The particular method 
of recruitment for each vacancy shall be decided by 
the Secretary. Whenever the posts are to be filled 
up by direct recruitment the posts shall be advertised 
in the newspaper or by such appropriate methods as 
the Secretary deems fit. 

6. Age limit and experience for direct recruitment, 

The upper age limit for Scientist Grade ‘SD’ and 
below shall be thirty-five years and for grades higher 
than Scientist l SD’ shall be fifty years. There shall 
be no upper age limit in respect of officers already 
working in the Department. In the case of Govern¬ 
ment servants other than the officers working in the 
Department, the age limit shall be relaxable in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Gov- 
emmoat from time to time in this regard. The cru¬ 
cial date for determining the age limit shall be the 
closing date for the receipt of application from candi¬ 
dates in India (other than those in Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands and Lakshadweep). 

7. Induction. 

7.1 Persons holding scientific posts specified in 
column 1 of Annexure I on a regular basis in the 
Department on the date of commencement of these 
rules shall be inducted to the redesignated posts with 
immediate effect and shall be deemed to have been 
appointed to the redesignated post from the date of 
their initial appointment to the post they are holding 
on regular basis. All scientists so inducted and 
redesignated shall continue to carry the scales of 
pay to which they are eligible on the date of com¬ 
mencement of these rules and shall be eligible for re¬ 
view for the next higher grade, with the scales of 
pay as in nfie 3 after completing five years of satis¬ 
factory qualifying'service in their grades. 

7.2 The basic educational qualifications and age 
limits as applicable to direct recruits shall stand re¬ 
laxed in case of officers already working in the De¬ 
partment on a regular basis on the date of initial 
constitution for fhe purpose of induction to the re¬ 
designated posts and for promotion. 
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8. Recruitment, review and promotion. 

8.1 Departmental recruitmentjReview Committee.— 
Appropriate Departmental Recruitment| Review 
Committees shall be constituted for considering the 
eligibility of candidates for recruitment and for pro¬ 
motion, as follows :—

8.2 Review and promotion through flexible comp- 
lemcn imj.—Review for promotion by the Depart¬ 
mental Review Committee shall be done twice a 
year, that is, before 1st January and 1st July of every 
year. Those who have completed or will complete 
five years of service in a post during the period of 
three months before or three months after the 1st 
January or 1st July, as the case may be, will be 
considered as on that date for review for promotion 
to the next higher grade. The effective date of 
promotion for those found eligible for promotion 
shall be 1st January or 1st July. 

8.3 Where an eligible scientist is not physically 
available for review due to deputation or foreign ser¬ 
vice in India or abroad, his case shall be considered 
in the immediate review falling due on his return, 

8.4 There shall be no retrospective promotion. 

8.5 A person holding a scientific post not found fit 
for promotion after any review shall become eligible 
for the next review only after a lapse of one year 
from the date of the such review. 

9. Review Process. 

The Departmental Review Committee shall take 
into consideration the recommendations of Head of 
the Department [Unit, the performance of a scientist 
with reference to annual confidential reports and his 
performance in the interview for deciding his fitness 
for promotion to the next higher post." 

10. Computation of service for review. 

10,1 All regular service rendered in a post shall 
be counted for purposes of review and promotion to 
the next higher grade. 


10.2 In case of scientist recruited by transfer on 
deputation and later absorbed, the service rendered 
by' him while on transfer on deputation in the Depart¬ 
ment shall count for purposes of review and promo¬ 
tion to the next higher grade. 

11 . Probation. 

Probation for direct recruits shall be for a period 
of one year extendable twice by further periods of a 
maximum of 6 months on each occasion. 

12. Filling up of vacancies arising due to promo¬ 
tions or vacation of the post by a scientist due to 
resignation, superannuation, etc. 

12.1 A scientist promoted after a review shall 
carry the post with him and consequently no vacancy 
is caused. 

12.2 Where a vacancy is caused due to a scientist 
vacating a post by superannuation, resignation, etc. 
the post that falls vacant may be filled in at the same 
level or at any lower level as may be decided by the 
Secretary. 

13. Avenues for promotion. 

A scientist will be eligible for promotion upto and 
including the level of Scientist ‘H’ through the pro¬ 
cess of periodical reviews. 

14. Deputation from outside agencies. 

Where the services of candidate have been obtain¬ 
ed on deputation from outside the Department, the 
period of such deputation will be initially for three 
years which may be extended with the approval of 
Secretary for the fourth year. No scientist shall be 
held on deputation in a post in the Department for 
a period exceeding four years. 

15. Power to relax. 

Where the Central Government is of the opinion 
that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to 
any class or oategoiy of persons. 

16. Saving. 

Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, re¬ 
laxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for candidar;? belonging to the sche¬ 
duled castes, the scheduled tribes, ex-servicemen and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with 
orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard. 

17. Benefit of added years of service. 

The benefit o f added years of service admissible 
under rule 30 of the Central Civil Services (Pen¬ 
sion) Rules, 1972 shall be applicable to all the posts 
covered by these rules.
